The fight of Roncesvalles—that fatal bat- 
tle; in which Charlemagne lost the high re- 
nown which a series of victories and deeds 
of noble daring had gained him, and in 
which his peers lost their lives—was over. 
The richest tropiry which the Moors had 
won was the person of the gallant Guarinos, 
the admiral of France, whom they carried 
away with them as their captive. He had 
been found on the field, faint with his exer- 
tions and the loss of blood ; and discovering 
that he lived only by convulsive breathing, 
which at intervals broke from his mangled: 
breast. As soon as he was restored to life 

the care of the Moorish physicians, the 
Victorious chieftains who had been engaged 
in the battle begun to prefer each their claim 
to the possession of the noble prisoner. So 
loud and various were their claims, that it 
was soon found to be impossible either to 
adjust or satisfy them, and it was at length 
decided by the king that the claimants should 
cast lots for the prize which each of them 
desired to win. ‘The impartiality of this 
method recommended it to the warriors, 
eand chance gave the custody of the admiral 
Guarinos to the Prince Marlotes, who im- 
miediately began to exercise the rights of a 
master over the warrior, whom chance had 
placed in his power. 

The prowess and military skill of the ad- 
miral had been so often and so dearly felt 
by the Moors, that Marlotes knew it was of 
the highest importance to the success of the 
cause in which he was engaged, to secure 
the aid of so potent and iniluential an agent. 
With a view, therefore, to conciliate him as 
the first step towards gaining him over, the 
Moorish chieftain changed his captivity, 
and took him from the miserable place in 
which he had been kept since the battle, in- 
to his own palace. Kindnessand courtesy, 
and all the blandishments of a refined and 
studied politeness, were put in practice to 
overcome the stubborn virtue of Guarinos, 
who, although he felt grateful for the ease 
he enjoyed, did not yet value it so highly as 
to barter for it his Christian faith and bis 
knightly honor. In vain did Marlotes offer 
him bis two daughters in marriage, with a 
large train of male and female slaves, a pa- 
lace, and revenues, which far surpassed the 
wealth he had possessed in his own land.— 
In vain did he represent to him that pow- 
er almost unlimited should be placed within 
fis reach, if he would renounce the faith of 
Christ and embrace that of Mahomet. At 
first a short and carnest, but at the same 
time courteous, refusal of the honor which 
the Moor offered, by giving his daughters 
te be the captive’s wives, was the only re- 

which the Christian warrwr gave.— 
however, Marlotes pressed his re- 
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quest still further, and his entreaties and ar- 
guments began to assume the form of com- 
mands and threats, Guarinos indignantly re- 
buked him for having put upon him the af- 
front of believing for a moment that he 
would so far degrade himself as to renounce 
his religion. The Moor left his prisoner in 
such a mood as convimced the latter he had 
nothing further to hope from his clemency, 
but every thing to fear from his revenge. 

A very short time sufficed to convince 
Guarinos that his fears were too well found- 
ed. Some of the soldiers of Marlotes ap-: 
peared in his chamber, and loading him with 
manacles, dragged him to the common jail 
of the city, where he was left in a close and 
solitary prison. Weeks, months, and years, 
rolled on without bringing any mitigation of 
his sufferings; and yet hope and Christian 
fortitude enabled him to bear up against the | 
evils with which fate had afflicted him.— 
Many a sigh, and sometimes a groan, would 
escape him, as he looked up through the 
bars of his miserable dungeon window, and 
saw the clear blue sky, and thought of the 
sunny fields of France, and of the com- 
panions of his warlike deeds—the glorious 
twelve, who had fallen through the treachery 
of the felon Ganelon, in the bloody fight of 
Roncesvalles. Bitter and burning thoughts 
flew through his brain, as he contrasted his 
present forlorn and helpless condition with 
his former noble state ; and his nerves thrill- 
ed, and his bosom swelled as though it would 
burst the ignoble bonds which held him.— 
But patience—that stern virtue, which pri- 
soners learn perforce to practice—calmed, 
if it could not console him. 

The great Moorish festival of the Beiraw 
had arrived, and all the inhabitants of the 
city were joyously availing themselves of the 
lheence which this occasion afforded them 
to revel and enjoy their sports. Even the 
Christians and the Jews, who dwelt within 
the town, although they did not regard the 
Beiram asa religious ceremony, were not 
less willing to observe it as an occasion of 
rejoicing than the Islamites themselves ; and 
the whole city was like one large fair, in 
which all classes of the people were assem- 
bled and engaged in diverting themselves. — 
The shouts of mirth and revelry fell on the 
ear of Guarinos, as he lay in his Jone cap- 
tivity, and his gall rose at the thought that 
the cruel paynims who kept him wasting 
his manhood in so base a bondage, were 
themselves full of mirth and freedom. 

Among the sports of the day was one 
which was a great favorite with the Moorish 
people.

A friend who has lately been at Madras has 
described to us a most singular exhibition he wit- 
nessed there, of which we are astenished our 
Madras contemporaries have made no mention. 
A Brahmin of very high caste has acquired, by 
some means which have hitherto evaded the 
acutest perceptions of the scientific gentlemen of 
Madras, the power of poising himself in the air 
in a most extraordinery manner. The only ap- 
paratus seen is a piece of plank, which with 
four pegs he forms into a kind of long stool. Up- 
on this, in a little brass saucer or socket, he 
places, in a perpendicular position, a hollow 
bamboo, over which he puts a kind of crutch 
like that of a walking crutch, covering that with 
a piece of common hide; these materials he car- 
ries with him in a little bag, which is shown to 
those who come to see him exhibit, which he 
does in some gentleman's house as a favour, and 
not for any remuneration. The servants of the 
house hold a blanket before him, and when it is 
withdrawn he is discovered poised in the air, 
about four feet from the ground, in a sitting at- 
titude, the outer edge of one hand merely touch- 
ing the crutch, the fingers of that hand delibe- 
rately counting beads; the other hand and arm 
held up in an erect posture. In this position the 
gentleman who described the exhibition to us 
saw him continue for upwards of 12 minutes!— 
The blanket was then held up before him, and 
they heard a gurgling noise like that occasioned 
by wind escaping from a bladder or tube, and 
when the screen was withdrawn, he was again 
standing on terra firma. There are several 
other gentlemen now in Calcutta who witnessed 
this extraordinary exhibition, and all tried in vain 
to detect any hidden agency which could account 
for it. The same man has the power of staying 
under water for several hours. He declines to 
explain how he does it, merely saying he has 
been long accustomed todo so. If he would set 
up for a prophet, what myriads of converts could 
he not make!— Bengal Hurkaru.

The central path 
will pass nearer to the equator at other places, 
according as they are situated farther to the

It has been said that frost swells or dilates

The water which had from rain ac- 
cumulated ina cannon placed upright against 
the angle of a large store-house having frozen, 
its expansive power became ro t that it 
lifted a shot placed on the mouth of the cannon, 
the edge of which touched an abutment of the 
building with such force, ‘hat the whole groin 
of the building was removed from its position, a 
feat that could be scarceiy accomplished by the 
application of the greatest mechanical power in 
the arsenal.

Grand Trotting Match to come.—Notice, 
according to articles, was yesterday served upon 
the gentleman with whom the owner of the 
American horses some time back made a match 
of thiee parts at the One Tun, in Jermyn-street, 
of his intention to attempt performing those 
matches on Monday, the 23d inst. within 100 
miles of London, The following were the bets 
made:—First, 750/. to 250/. that a horse could 
not- be found to trot four miles in twelve mi- 
nutes; second, 600/. to 2602, that the same horse 
did not trot four miles in twelve minutes and a 
half; and, lastly, 250/. even that the same horse 
did not trot four miles in thirteen minutes—all in 
harness, and all to be done on the same day.— 
It is expected that the same horse which did the 
100 miles on a recent occasion will be selected, 
but there is no stipulation as to the particular 
animal to be engaged. To win all his bets the 
horse must do at the rate of a mile in three mi- 
nutes for fodr miles in succession, and this in 
harness—a feat never yet performed or heard of 
in this country. The season of the year and 
state of the roads, we need hardly add, are un- 
favourable to the undertaking.—Bell’s Life in 
London. ,

(A laugh,)—The Noble Lord said that he (Lerd 
Longford) looked at things only on one side} 
and he admitted that he did, because one 
side was attempting to subvert the Constitution, 
and the other to uphold it.—(Hear, hear, No, 
no.) —He was not one of those who, like the 
Noble Lord, thought Brunswick Clabs and 
Catholic Associations equally lawless and danger- 
ous. He thought the different principles on which 
they met made all the difference as to their pro- 
ceedings. He would trust one to the discretion 
of the Noble Lord, but not the other. The 
Noble Lord had made use of some forensic sar- 
casms, which might.be expected from his profes- 
sion and he could not answer the Noble Lord 
He would nat venture to state any opinion of 
his own of the Noble and Learned Lord; but he 
might, which would answer the same purpose, 
venture to state the opinions of other people. 
When the famous Bill was passed, in 1825, for 
putting down the Catholic Association, which 
was drawn up when the Noble Lord was in the 
Government, what did the Protestants of Ireland 
say tothe Bill?

We have scen it stated, that the Duke of Nor- 
thumberland, who has been lately appointed, 
to supersede the Marquess of Anglesea, as Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, is the richest subject of 
the United Ki .—This we believe is not 
the case—though he is in all conscience rich 
enough.

The following statement of the periods when 
the winter has been unusually severe, will be 
found interesting by some of our readers:—In 
1709 the frost enduring 37 days’ im succession, 
and the thermometer fell to 181.2deg. In 1753 
there were 69 days’ frost, and, in 1795, 42 deg. 
In 1777 the thermometer fell below 15 deg.; the 
sea between Caen and La Heve was frozen, and 
although the mouth of the Seine is about 9,000 
yards in breadth, it was covered with ice from 
one side to the other. Historians have left us 
an account of the following extraordinary facts: 
—In 763 the Black Sea and the Dardanelles 
were frozen; in 829 the Nile was frozen, as was 
the case with the Po and the Rhone in 1144, 
1216, and 1234 or 1334. In 1433 a frost began 
at Paris on the 3ist of December, and lasted 
three months all but nine days; it commenced 
towards the end of March, and lasted till the 
17th of April. In 1507 the port of Marseilles 
was completely frozen over. From the end of 
November, 1570, to the end of February, 1571, 
the frost was so severe, that the rivers of Provi- 
dence and Languedock were covered with ice of 
such thickness, that wagons, heavily loaded, 


passed along them.
